AN EVANGELICAL FAITH

Bolng Bullt up Among the Coptle
Ohristlans of Old Egypt

BY THE UNITED PRESBYTERIANS.

AMrcand Mes, S, Ielly Glffon Enters
talns an Audience with Acconnts
of Misslonary Life In n Moslem
Country--A P'eople Thnt Don't Know
What Comfurt fs,

—

An Interosting locture was deliversd
lnst night in the leeture rooin of the
United Presbytorian church, by Rov. J.
Kelly Giffen, Mr. Giffen was for years
o missionary in Egypt, ssgistod by his
wife. The room was fairly wel) filled,
but tho faets woyld have interested a
much larger audlence, Mr, Giffen cx-
plained the missionary work in Egypt,
In referonce to the roproach so often
flung at the missionnries, that they do
not convert Maliometans, he explained
how and why tho Muggelman was o
diflicuit subjeet to convert, He Des
licves in ouly one God—aud cannot
nnderstand the nature of the Trinity,

[Fe thinks it is Blusphomy to eall Christ
the Son of God, und derogatory to the
Deity to pluce  alongside ni) him o
woman,  The Musselmuan's  fatalistic
Leliel stands obstinately in the way of
biringing him to a different belief, " Be-
livving that God has dvereed every-
thing from oternity, ho thinks it is fly-
ing in IHs foee to attempt to do any-
thing to ward off the ills that flesh i
hieirto. He even refuses to summon a
phvsicion when sick, Al Mahomotans,
he firmly believes, will go o pazadise,
and all believers in o different faith
ure  doothed  to' dmmnalion,  No
matter  what lifo the Muahometan
hasled, no matter in how many erimes
hig soul is stecped, his salvation is cor-
tain,

It is exceedingly difficult to make the
Moglem eredit any religion ng being bet-
ter than his own. Was not Mahomet

THE LAST OF 711 rRoriers?
e argues, and did be not reyeal to his
followers the latest aud Lest of God's
word? There is nothing in his religion

about - sin and  regeneration, The
natural man cun desire nothing moro
convenlent than the religion of the
Prophet.  His followors are totally
1guorant of a spiritual life, and cannot
be made to understund it. They are
satisfied with themselves and their swn
prospects, sud ean coneeive of nothing
better that religion might provide for
them.  When spoken to of a religion,
which is mensured by its eifects on the
lives und uctions of men, they say “I'll
nonoe of it,"” having in mind the example
of the Coptic and Armenian Christinns
among \\'iwln they live,

Vhen the missions wore started in
1834, the lecturer procceded, two at-
tempts had already Eecu made to intro-
duce genuine  Christianity among  the
Cliristians, they presenting o Detter
field field forwork :Ymn the Mahometans
olfered,  Hoth attempts, made by the
Moravians and the English  churcl,
were signal failures, mainly beeauso all
energios were  devoled to eflorts to re-
form the Coptic chureh by improving
the priesthood.  The new missionaries
began with the people themselves. Two
classes exist in the country, the very
poor and the very rieh, and the Copts
belong in the former ecatezory, No
middle elnss existe. It s true that at
present there are three wealthy native
fumilies among the converts in’ Asyoot,
the field of Mr. Gitfen's labors, but they
beeanie rich only after having been con-
verted to Protestantism, Mr. Giffon
using the word in its evangelical sense
and in contra-distinetion to the Coptie
Christian geet.

An interesting account of the life of
the people was given by Mr Giflen.
e told how the inboring muan gots bt
ten to fifteen cents for o day's worl,
though & good carpenter miy some-
times make us much as from thirty to
flity cents,

TIEIR MODE OF LIFR
is very eimple. Meat once or twice a
weel is o luxury, bread and raw vege-
tables their usual fved and g enp of

cofiee once a week. DMany never eat
meat at all. The thermometer only
oceasionally going ns low as forty de-
grees in the winter, a single cotton” gar-
went sullices them for clothing,

Designing to establish not a United
Presbyterian, butan Evangelieal church,
tho missionaries commenced starting
schools, At present there are 6,500
pupils in 100 sehools, supported by the
native people.  The seminary contning
21 pupils, the training sehigol 175, and
whout 100 mirls attend the girls’ echool,
The Moslem governor of tho province
wasmueh plensed with the girls' schools,
but when asked by the missionarics
why he made no attempt to provide
cducation  for givls, replied that
Mahometan chiefs did not believe in it.
Women  mny, Mr Giflen continued,
enter the Mahometin paradise, but not
many. In fact, the Moslems say that
when & man fails to enter paradise it is
beeanse some woman blocked the way
and thus shut him out,

Girls have u hard time of if in Egypt,
according to Rev, Mr, Giflen's tostid
mony. Not one in 10,000 Coptie women
ean read, and it used to be ]jmnl to gain
their parents’ consent to thorr attend-
ingrschool. An edueated young wnn
can frequently muke fifteen” or wwenty
dollurs & month by filling o goyernment
rosition, but as these situntions are not
or girly, parents could sep no nse in
gending them to sehool, There iz im-
yru\'umunt, however, in this resard.
ven a very homely girl, who has at-
tended the mission schools, finds it
casior to zet marrind, and consequontly
mothers are beginning to see the ma-
terial hdvantages of girls' schooling,

The foed and the mede of lifa nt the
mission sehools is very simple. Thick
goup and bread form the staple food;
a tablecloth, however, is invariably
used. Right here thoe missionaries have
encountered a serious ditliculty, Many
of the former pupils will not return and
live at home, after having enjoyed

The town of Asyoot contains 30,000
inhabitants, and yet, Mr. Giffen said,
he could walk from one end to the
other in. ten minutes.

Among tho converted
family alleetion was. much strongor,
even though the houses might be as
filthy as those of the other copts.
